CLEVELAND, June 7.—Eleven 
persons were known to be dead 
and twelve others were missing in 
an explosion and fire which swept 
a down-town apartment today. 
Four bodies had been brought out 
of the ruins and firemen had 
sighted four others. First assi ‘- 
ant chief, James Nimmo, said he 
was positive two more bodies still 
were in the ruins.

with those accounted for. It would 
take hours, firemen said, to make a 
complete search of the debris. 

About 30 more were burned or 
injured, while the rest of the near- 
ly 200 residents were saved in dram- 
atic escapes.

The change from penalties to discounts would 
cost the city nothing. It would only be paying dis- 
counts to the taxpayers instead of interest to the 
bank, since money has to be borrowed to keep the 
machinery running until an instalment date arrives.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 


Reading with much enjoyment the late Earl] of 
Birkenhead’s “Law, Life and Letters,” I notice a 
peculiar omissien in his chapter on Eloquence.. He 
discusses platform eloquence, forensic eloquence, 
parliamentary eloquence and after-dinner elo- 
quence. Himself an acknowledged master of all four 
forms, he notes what is frequently remarked, how 
distinction in one form is often accompanied by 
mediocre performances in other forms. 

This is particularly true of lawyers. The type of 
eloquence that makes a man deadly before a judge 
and jury, may handicap him for the less closely 
reasoned and larger effects sought by the public 
orator, Two famous legal lights he instances, the 
late Baron Russell of Killowen, (formerly Sir 
Charles Russell) and the late Sir Edward Marshall 
Hall. Each failed to carry into parliamentary work 
the commanding eloquence which distinguished 
him at the bar. 

Among present day parliamentarians in the old 
land, Sir John Simon is probably the outstanding 
example of one who is master of two or more types 
of eloquence. He is as supreme on the platform or 
in the House as he is pleading before the law lords. 

While Birkenhead quotes freely from the orators 
of Greece and Rome down to the spokesmen of 
today, he does not mention a single pulpit orator. 
One might conclude that no such thing as pulpit 
oratory exists or ever did exist. Yet the pulpit in 
days gone by was the most frequent forum of the 
orator, as the pew still is today the most frequent 
auditor. 


There have been men of his own profession who 
have been as api in the pulpit as at the bar. Our 
own Newton Wesley Rowell is an example. I recall 
the English Northern Circuit as it was when the 
Earl of Birkenhead (then Mr. F. E. Smith) joined 
it. I am among those who have a dim recollection 
of Freddy Smith when he was an elder boy at 
school. 

Two or three gentlemen of the Northern Circuit 
were local preacners in their own churches. Their 
pulpit eloquence was in demand in the noncon- 
formist churches when judge and bar went on 
circuit. 

Some of them were subject to a little sly humor 
from their colleagues. I recall hearing of how one 
of them who had been announced to preach in a 
northern town, as he ascended the pulpit, found 
the front pews filled with his brother barristers, 
who had been marshalled by Frank Lockwood, 
QC. date Sir Frank Lockwood, recorder of Shef- 
field) as a sort of disconcerting joke on the brother 
in the pulpit. The barrister in the pulpit, however, 
had as pretty a wit as Lockwood. He opened the 
service by saying: “You will be pleased to know 
t we have with us tonight the members of the 
northern bar, now on circuit. I will call upon Mr 
Lockwood as senior member of the bar, to lead us 
in a few words of prayer.” 

In the painful silence that followed, broken by 
subdued mirth from the front pews, the pulpit 
scored a victory.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 
PREVENTING BLOOD POISONING 


Blood poisoning is not a new disease; we find 
evidence of it when studying the bones and mum- 
mies of vanished races. It was known to the 
Indians who dipped the tips of their arrows in 
putrid meat to insure a death-dealing infection. 
Modern gangsters often shoot with bullets rubbed 
with garlic as this is thought to cause an infection 
which will kill even if the bullet does not. Probe 
ably the garlic is not as responsible for the infec. 
tion which sets in as is handling and rubbing the 
bullet with dirty hands. 

Blood poisoning is always a serious disease and, 
if it develops, a competent physician should be in 
charge. The percentage of fatalities is so high that 
no layman should ever try to treat the discase 
himself. However, in this disease as with many 
others prevention is easier than cure, and the says 
ing: “It is better to be safe than sorry,” applies 
with great fofce to blood poisoning. % 

DO NOT NEGLECT WOUNDS ' 

The best time to consider blood poisoning is be« 
fore it occurs. You should never regard any wound 
too trifling to be the seat of blood poisoning, Many. 
people have lost their lives from septicemia which 
set in from such slight wounds as scratches, burns, 
small blisters or insect bites, In any injury where 
the skin is pierced it is important to remember 
that cleanliness is vital. Do not be fooled just be- 
cause a wound looks clean as all of the microscopic 
erganisms which may produce blood poisoning are 
absolutely invisible to the naked eye. A wound 
may appear dirty and yet be free from the 
dangerous organisms, although they usually are 
present in any kind of dirt or foreign material. 

Whether the wound appears dirty or clean, take 


no chences. Wash the wound thoroughly with 
water which has been boiled and cooled to a 
moderate temperature. All dirt, splinters, and 


other debris should be removed. Do not be dis- 
mayed at a little bleeding as this may help to wash 
out the wound. After washing well with the warm 
water, treat the part with some good antiseptic such 
as iodine, mercurochrome or _ hexylresercinol, 
Before handling any wound wash the hands thor- 
oughly with soap and hot water. If the cut is wide, 
it is sometimes a good plan to bring the edges 
together with narrow tape but never cover the 
entire surface of a cut with adhesive tape as blood 
poisoning might occur because drainage would be 
prevented. 


THE HOT WATER TREATMENT 


If the skin of the hand or the foot has been 
penetrated -by a sharp instrument which is likely 
to be septic and only a small opening is present 
which cannot be easily washed out or treated with 
antiseptic it is wise to immediately soak the affected 
part in very hot water. 

Even if blood poisoning is actually started, it is 
a good plan to soak the injured part in hot water 
for ten minutes then in cold water for one minute, 
alternating this treatment for several hours if 
necessary. When this treatment is used ime 
mediately, I have seen many cases where in a few 
days there was an expulsion of sand, splinters, 
gravel, etc, through the original opening. 
T hot water soaking should be done as soon as 
possible after the injury. Do not wait for pus to 
iorm or poisoning to set in. Often the patient docs 
not like to sit and soak the part, but thousands of 
deaths from blood poisoning could have been pre- 
vented if this method had been used 

Antiseptics are valuable where the wound is of 
such a type that they can reach the innermost 
recesses of it. However, in a case of a rusty nail 
in the foot, for example, it is impossible for the 
ordinary person to get enough antiseptic inside to 
do a great deal of good yct the hot water treatment 
will prove effective in most cases.
